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1. Aytos is an old tows and now has a population of approximately 16,000. Most 
of the buildings are 2-storied, with some 3-story buildings Located in the 
center of the town. ‘The main street, running east and west through the city, 
ig the only street which is wide and paved. Only the main street and the 
streets near it are illuminated by electricity. Savis Levsk1 street branches 
from the main street and joins the Burgas highway; General Gurko street starts 
at the main street and leads to Meglen village. 


2, On the west side of Aytos Is 4 small park with a monument of Khristo Botev 
and the partisans weo were killed during World War II. 


3, ‘The city council bullding is located on the main street. Militia head- 
quarters and governmert security personnel are located in the same puilding 
in the center of Aytos. There are no jails or concentration camps in the 
eity. The Black Siope camp in Bulgarovo village interns criminals from the 
Burgas jails prisoners erush rock. There are no political prisoners at the 
caMp 


4}, here are from six to twenby militia patrols in the eity. A patrol eonsists 
of a militia man armed with a gub-machine gun and 4 Party member armed with 
a carbine. The militia man is on duty for one hour, the other man serves for 
two hours. ‘The patrols concentrate their activities in the vicinity of the 
station and the center of the city. 


5, The railroad station is located on the southern side of Aytos. There are 
four tracks at the station; the lines are regular single lines. Trains 
leave for Burgas at 6:00 a.m., 1:30 Dm, 7:00 pem., and 11:00 pam.3 for 
Karnobat at 5:20 a.m.3; and for Sofia vie Karnobat at 8:20 a.m, 3:40 p-m.,

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Blectricity for the area is supplied by the Cherna More ecal mines in. Hocamar 
village (sic), Burgas. 


There are threé hotels in Atyos, all located in the center of the city on the 
main street. The hotels ave administered by the municipality and have a daily 


_reom rent of 160-200 leva; they are named the London, Bulgariya, and Parish. 


There is a second class government hospital in the eastern part of the city. 
Other main buildings iuclude a coeducational high school and a girl's high 
school. The cinema, located near the post office, shows Soviet moving pictures 
daily at 8:00. p.m.; the price of a ticket is 20 leva. 


laborers are required to sign a contract when they begin work; if they leave 
their job before the constract is fulfilled, they are liable to court punish- 
ment. Datly minima wages are 250 leva, maximum. Wages are 4.00 leva; this is 
enough for a single person, but not enough to support a family. 


There is no black marketing in Aytos except by the government which sells in 
government shops at very high prices. Friday is market day in Aytos; villagers 
fron nearby communities bring cnions and eggs to geil, the only produce they 
have left to then. i
